DISTRICTING   AND   APPORTIONMENT 
COMMISSION 

Commission  Completes  Eastern  Montana  Hearings.. .The  Districting  and 
Apportionment  Commission  has  completed  public  hearings  for  one-half  of 
the  state's  population.  Public  hearings  were  held  July  22-24  for  eastern 
Montana.  The  Commission  tentatively  adopted  Plan  100  for  Glacier, 
Pondera,  and  Toole  counties  and  Plan  400  for  Liberty,  Hill,  Chouteau,  and 
Blaine  counties.  The  decisions  for  the  remaining  Hi-Line  and  eastern 
counties    will    be    made    in   August. 
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Commission  to  Reconsider  Actions. ..On  July  23,  the  Commission  voted 
to  reconsider  its  action  on  Liberty,  Hill,  Blaine,  and  Chouteau  counties  at 
the    August    26    meeting    in    Great    Falls. 

Commission  to  Hold  Hearings  in  August. ..The  next  public  hearings  will 
be  August  26,  27,  and  28  in  Great  Falls,  Lewistown  and  Helena.  The 
tentative  public  hearing  schedule  for  the  Commission  is  included  for  your 
information;  all  public  hearings  will  be  held  at  7:00  p.m.,  and  the 
locations    will    be    announced. 

Staff  will  be  contacting  legislators  and  others  approximately  one 
month  prior  to  the  public  hearing  to  arrange  a  visit.  Maps  of  proposed 
plans  will  be  mailed  to  the  central  committees  and  clerk  and  recorders 
approximately  two  weeks  prior  to  the  public  hearing.  Staff  encourages 
legislators  to  get  together  with  state  and  county  central  committees  and 
with  representatives  of  the  other  political  party  in  order  to  be  prepared 
prior   to    the    staff    visits.

The  Committee  voted  to  authorize  Zurich-American  Insurance  Group  to 
perform  a  "due  diligence"  study  of  the  Old  Fund  and  to  subsequently 
present    to   the    Committee    its    proposals   and    terms.      In    its   third    meeting. 
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the    Committee    agreed    to    shift    its    focus    to    problems    existing    within  the 

current    workers'    compensation    system.       No    date    has    been    set    for  the 
next    meeting.

Finance  Committee  has  not  yet  been  finalized.  The  Committee  will  meet 
in    late    September   or   early    October.
